her there was none, but 
Alexander, who imitating 
her glorious footſteps, was 
the laſt.

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N0 Man was ever to bee com 
pared with this Vl oman, fach 
Freat things have been 
written of her; ſhe was the 
tourth that reigned in Aſſ- 
ria5 all her ſubjects in ad- 
miration of her heroick 
acts, wore the like garments 
2s the did, which habit hath 
been in uſe arfongſt the 
Aſjyrians, BaGrians and Ba- 
bilonians, even to this day, 
Vitruvins relates, that one 
day as ſhe attired her ſelf 
in her royall Pallace, the 
one part of her hair being 
bound up, and the other 
nalf hanging looſe upon 
her ſhoulders, ſuddenly 
news was brought unto her 
that the Citizens of Bab:lon 
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were revolted, being in a 
high mutiny and uproar; 
ſhe alone went mto the 
City, commanding all her 
follow ers toſtay back, and 
thus by her ſole preſence & GC 
perſwaſion the reconciled 
that innumerable number 
of people unto her obedi- 
ence, and atrracted the 
hearts of that barbarous 
rade Nation unto her ad- 
miration and loye, even as 
the Adamant draws Iron; 
for the which her Statue 
was erected in the City, re- 
preſented half dreſt, and 
half undreſt, in memory of 
that noble and magnant- 
mous adventure of hers. 
She built the aforelaid

Country, and when they 
had gotten peace by force 
of Arms, they uſed the ſo- 
ciety of men, leſt their 
whole Nation ſhould pe. 
riſh for want of procreati- 
on, and every female childs 
right breaſt (at ſeven years 
of age) was ſeared and 
burnt away , leſt it ſhould 

hinder 
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\ them in ſhootings and 


hence they took rhe names 
of Amazons, w® is as much 
as to ſay,Une manme,Crea- 
tures with one brea(t, 

They fabdued the great- 
eſt part of Fxrope,and many 
Cities in Aſs; their Army 
was divided into two parts, 
the one part whercof was 
commanded by the Queen 
M Artheſfia, which main- 
tained the Empire of 4ſza, 
and the other was com- 
manded by the Queen 
Lampedo, who governcd at 
home. 

Theſe famous warlike 
women, built Fpheſrs, with 
many other Cities in Aſa, 
and ihey crecteda Temple 


(in 
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(1n_ the. Country. called 
Tonia) to the honor of 
Diana,. the like whereof 
was not then mi alt the 
world; it was two hundred 
and twenty years a making, 
there were in it a hundred 
and ſeven and twenty pi!- 
lars of Marble, which 
were ſeventy feet high; 
the length of the whole 
Temple was four hund- 
red fifty five feet, and the 
breadth two hundred and 
twenty; no Temple in the 
world could be compared 
unto it in wealth. 

But finally the perfidious 
Eroſtratus, who doing great 
feats in War, & perceiving 
that he got no reward, nor 
renown 
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renown thereby; for to 
leave a continuall remem- 
brance of his infamous 
ation , did conſume this 
famous Temple with fire. 

Queen Tyrgatao Meotis, 
did in-many battels oppoſe 
two potent Kings, thee 
righted her own injuries in 
_ met with them, 

raved them, and beat 

them in the field, and 
after many victorious de- 
feats vaſlalled their info- 
lent pride, and ſubjected 
them to her own heroicall 
mercie. 

What praiſe, what ad- 
miration and honor may 
not this magnanimous 
Queen claim ? 

Valaſca 
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Valaſca Queen of the Bo- 
hemians , having ſtructed 
all the women of her King- 
dome in military exerciſes, 
leavied an Armie of her 
own ſex, with the which 
ſhe encountred all the men 
of her Kingdome, and 
overthrew them, by which 
means,the women attained 
unto the Soveraign princi- 
pality , and for many years 
together managed all pub- 
hck affairs, as well for of- 
fence, as defence, without 
the help or counſell of 
men. 

Hasbites was a famous 
warlike Virago, and led 
Armies into the fieId. 

When as the Lacedemo- 
HIANS 
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#nians had beſieged the city 
of Meſſena in Sicily, and 
being reſolved to ſtormeit, 
the women ſuddenly iflued 
out againft their enemies, 
and put them to flight. 

Lesbia, a Virgin, being 
beſieged by the Txrks, ha- 
zarded her ſelf to diſcayer 
their Works and Mines : 
by whoſe only valour and 
encouragement in preſent- 
ing herſelf upon the walls 
to the violence of their ar- 
rows and engmes, the City 
was preſerved. 

The women of Bel/ovaca, 
being beſieged by Charles 
the great Duke of Burgundy 
molt reſolutely defended 
the walls, tumbling = 

Al- 
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Afſlailants down headlong 
from their ſcaling-ladders ; 
to the everlaſting honour 
of their Sexe, and reproach 
of the Enemy. 

Elphleda , ſiſter to King 
Edward ( before the Con- 
queſt) ſirnamed the fourth, 
was preſent in the Battaile 
which was fought againſt 
the Danes at Toten-Hall in 
Stafford-ſhire , and at the 
mighty overthrow atWood- 
densfield, where two Kings 
werellain, two Earls; and 
many thouſands of the 
Danes. She not only tamed 
the Welch-men ,. but chaſed 
the Dares. 

This Epitaph hath been 
left as a memorial over her 
Tombe, Oh 
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0h Elphlede ! mighty both 
in front and minde ; 
The read of men. JandYiftreſs 


of thy kind.

made ſuit unto herto make 
her his wife : ſhe put him 
off with all poſhible delays; 
but after perceiving, that

Cleopatra Queen of Fg ypt 
ſuffered her breaſts to be 
poyſoned with Aſps, that 
the might die for the love 
of her Antony. Admirable 
was the love of her two 
Handmaids , Neera, and 
Charmione, who would by 
no perſwafion ſurvive their 
Queen, but out of an un- 
matchable zeale to their 
Miſtrefſe, both fell down 
by her , and breathed their 
laſt. 

Phila, having heard that

pulchre ſo worthy. as her 
own body; and for a per- 
petuall remembrance of 
her husband . Aaufoler, 
King of Caria, ſhe cauſeda 
famptnous Tomb of mar- 
vellous workmanſhip to be 
made of four hundred and 
eleven foot in circuit, and 
forty foot high , invironed 
about with thirty fix Pil- 
lars, wonderfully welt car- 
ved, it was held to be one 
of- the ſeven wonders. of 
rhe world, 

Cerilia Barbadica Veneta, 
lived with ſo great a faithe 
tulne(s 
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fulneſs towards her hus- 


band Philippas Vedramins, 
that ſhee had never any 


other object of all her paſli- 
ons then her husband , his 
happineſs made her joy- 
full, his fear her grief; and 
on her face, rp in her _ 
ons , appeared the good or 
bad ne of he hus- 
band; after his death, ſhe 
could not by any counſel], 
comfort, or perſwaſion, bee 
won to taſte the leaſt food 
whatfoever, or give anſwer 
to any word that was ſpo- 
ken to her, in which filence 
and conſumption ſhe (after 
ſome few daies of unſpeak- 
able ſorrow ) breathed out 


her laſt. 
The 
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The Princeſs Panthes 
- | having been acquainted 
' | that her husband Abradra- 
' | 145 had been killd in Cyras 
Camp, ſhe refolved to go 
her ſelf and finde him out, 
and having found him 
dead amongſt a number of 
dead men , ſhe waſhed her 
whole body and face with 
his blood, and ſtriking her 
heart with a dagger ſhe died 
embracing her husband. 
The City of Wynber- 
gen,a free place in Germany, 
being beſieg'd byCeſar,who 
grew ſo implacable, that 
he reſolved to take bloo- 
dy revenge on.the men for 
having defended their lives 
and honours ſo — 
an 
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and thereby almoſt over- 
thrown the greateſt part of 
his Army : The Articles 
being drawn for the ſur- 
render of the Town, 1t was 
onely 'lawfull for the Ma- 
trons, and Virgins ( by the 
Emperors Fdi&s ) to carry 
out as much as each one 
could carry of what they 
beſt liked, The Wives out 
of. an unexpreſlible love 
carried on their backs their 
Husbands, and the Virgins 
and Damſels, their Father:

and fofell down and dyed. 
Martial 1n the firſt book of 
his Epigrams (aith thus, in

Well to drown her ſelfe, 
ſhe went to the fire, and 
with her own. hands ſhe 
caſt down her throat burn- 
ing coals. 

Triara wite to Lucius 
Vitellxs ſeeing her husband 
in a dangerous battail, ſhe 
preſented her ſelf in the 
midſt of the ſlaughter, k1l- 
ling on all ſides till ſhe had 
hem'd her ſelf in with dead 
bodies ſlain by her own 
hand, fo bold and mnagna- 
nimous a ſpirit had- the 


conjugall love to her hus- 
band 
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band impreſt in her. 

Admirable was the love 
of Julia towards her hus- 
band the great Pompea,who 
ſeeing onely the gown of 
her husband ( which was 
brought home) beſpotred 
with blood,and conceiving 
thereby that ſome mit- 
chance had happened to 
her husband, ſhe fell into 
a ſwound, and afterwards 
the trouble of her ſoul 
made {ſuch a great emotion 
m her body that the dyed 
thereof. 

Paula Romana, after her 
husbands death , was ſo far

Proba Valleria Falconia a 
Roman Matron ( and wife 
to 4delphus Romanus the 
Proconſil) inſcribed her ſelf 
on her husbands Tomb 
this Fpitaph, 
To God, to Prince, wife, kin- 
dred, friend,the poor, 
Religions, loyall, true, kinde, 
ftedfaſt,dear, 
In zeal, faith, love, blood, 
amity and ſtore, 
He that ſolivd, and ſo de- 
ceas a,lyes here. 
| Pompeia Paulina, the wife 
of Seneca, when the heard 
of the Tyrant Nero's fen- 
tence of death (that Mon- 
[ter who ript up his own 
mother to fee the place 
where 
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where he had lain ) on her 

husband, ſhe cauſed her 

own veins to be opened, 

being reſolved not to fſur- 

vive him whom ſhe loved 

ſo dearly.

their cloſe 1mbraces,as they 
ſuffered them not to goe 
aboard , untill they were 
torcibly plucked from them 
and fent untotheſhips; yet 
then many of theſe lament- 
19g mothers, oppreſt with 
extremity of ſorrow, caſt 
themſelves headlong. into 
the fea , and there were 
drowned. "ip 
Agrippina, the mother of 
that cruel Domitins Nero, 
enquired of the Chaldeans 
and Aſtrologers, whether by 
their calculations 1t were 
poſhble to find out whether 
orno her ſon ſ{kould be cre- 
ated 
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ated Ceſar. They returned 
her this anſwer ; that by 
their Art they found for 
certain that he ſhould be 
Emperour , but withall 
that he ſhould be the death 
of his mother: to whom ſhe 
anſwered, Interſiciat, modo 
1mperets I care not though 
he kill me, ſo he may attamn 
to the Empire, 

Harpalice, the Daughter 
of Harpalicus, reſcued her 
Father in battel, defeated 
the enemy and put him to 
flight. 

Hypſepile the daughter of 


Tho#s , gave life unto her 


| Father, when he was utterly 


in deſpair of hope or com- 
fort. 
F 4 Erigone 
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Erigone the daughter of 
_ Tcarns, hearing ofthe death 
of her father, ftrangled her 
ſelte. 

Agane, the Daughter of 
Cadmus, flew the King Ly: 
cotharſes in bor pln, re- 
poſle(t her Father of his be- 
tore uſurped Diadem. 

What a ſtock of piety 
iivedin the breaſt of Tyr, 
the daughter of Salnonens, 
may be eaſily cenjectured, 
ſince ſhe condeſcended to 
the lofle of her onely and 
dearly-beloved children , 
for to ſave her Father. 

Niconus ( or as ſome will 
have 1t, Cimonws ) being a 
{traight priſoner, and there 
adjudged to be ſtarved to 
death, 
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death, his daughter Xantippe 
fed hun through the iron- 
grates with the milk of her 
own breaſts. What willnot 
love invent, or true zeale 
penetrate? What more un- 
heard or unexpected thing 
could be apprehended,then 
for a Father to be fed from 
the breaſts of his Daughter 2 
Who would not imagine 
this to be againſt Nature?

The Prince Tztaphernes, 
being condeinned to die, 
with all the male-iflue of 
his race, for having cut off 
the cares and noſe of one of 
the Waiters, who rudely 
put him back from entring 
mtort _hamber of Darius 
the ©, 2zror of Perſsz, and 
the exccution _ hourly 
expeCted; the Wife of 7. 
taphernes prevailed fo far 
with her teares (accompa- 
uied with ſuch paſſionate 
words, as were able to mol- 
life flint, or ſoften marble) 
That Darins commanded 
one only , whomſoever ſhe 
would chooſe, to be ran- 
fomed for the continuance 


of 
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of the memory of their 
name & family; after ſome 
meditation(contrary to the 
expectation of all men) ſhe 
demanded the life of her 
Brother : The King ſome- 
what amazed at her choice, 
ſent for her and demanded 
the reaſon why ſhe had pre- 
terred the lite of a Brother 
before the ſafety of ſuch a 
Noble Husbaxd , or ſuch 
hopefulChildrens To whom 
ſhe anſwered : Behold o King
